Erie, Pa., Sept. 15.—Complications 


between.the United States and Eng- 
land arc threatened as tho result of 
the Canadian cruiser Vigilant firing 
on the fish tug W. J. McCarter Thurs- 
day afternoon in hake Erie. The firing 
was done, .it is claimed', while the tug 
was in American waters. 


Great excitement was caused when 


the tug, which belongs to the Key- 
stone Fish 
company's fleet, limped 


into port with a big hole stove in her 
side by a sJiot from the Vigilant. 


Capt. Frank Handy of the McCar- 


ter stated that he was going after his 


. nets and that he was in American 
•waters. 
About 
noon 
the Vigilant 


swooped clown upon him before ha 
•was aware of her presence and'after 
signaling fired upon him. 


> The feeling here against the Cana- 
dian cruiser's act is intense, as the 
authorities across the border have for 
some time shown a disposition to In- 
terfere with American -fishermen, not 
allowing them to even approach the 
border. 


Sought to Disable Tug. 


It is understood that a protest was 


wired to Washington and immediate 
action is expected by the state depart- 
ment. 


The McCarter tr.g is only fifteen 


tons burden, not more than half as 
large 'as the Silver Spray that escaped 
from a sharp battle in the same lo- 
cality about a year ago.

been carried on by the state's attor- 
ney office alone. 
Mr. Olson and de- 


tectives connected with the state's at- 
torney's office are said to have con- 
nected at least three men now holding 
political offices with the frauds. 


Secret Investigation Is Made. 


.The .utmost -.secrecy has been ob- 


m making tne'investigation in 


order to leave the "big fish" undis- 
turbed, until time is ripe for making 
arrests. Premature exposure of an in- 
vestigation, begun several years ago 
caused the ringleaders in. the plot to 
seek cover with 
such 
success that 


when the state's attorney's office act- 
ed: nobody but hirelings were caught 
and so little 
evidence 
was 
found 


against those arrested that they were 
speedJly released. 


Seeks the Ringleaders. 


Mr. Healy said any exposure of an 


investigation of the kind at present 
•would "show his hand," and he there- 
fore refused to talk'of the matter. £ 
W. Burst, head of the bureau of immi- 
gration, denied knowledge of the in- 
vestigation and refused to talk of it. 


With the ringleaders, who are sup- 


posed to be backing the frauds, the' 
heads of several employment agencies 
operating on Clark street and on. West 
Madison street may be indicted. The 
illegal voters are said to be .brought to 
Chicago by the employment azercies, 
who not only profit by their natural, 
izalion but from, their labor, the men 
themselves being.ignorant of the fact 
that they are- breaking any law.
